THE ASSASSINATION ORIGINALLY FIXED 


r.js THE FOURTH OF MARCH— BOOTH ON 
HAND AND READY.— The 4th of March 
was fixed originally for the assassination, 
and Bootn was on the ground, but cither 
through fear of not being able to effect 
his escape, or because of tho failure of bis 
accomplice to meet him at that time, the 
attempt was not made. He is now known 
to have waited fur the President on that 
day, on the embankment near the north 
wing of the Capitol, close to which Mr. 
Lincoln would pass. 
He was dressed 


shabbily in a slouehy suit, his pantaloons 
crammed into his boots, and an old felt 
hat pulled down over his face. One of his 
acquaintances passing, hailed him but 
Booth pretended not to hear and refused 
to speak until closely approached. When 
the J resident passed him he hurried away 
evidently disappointed, and through the 
day wasgiuffand moody to all w"10 aj. 
dressed him. Being a coward ho hesita- 
ted to strike the blow then, since he knew 
that he would have instantly been torn 
to pieces by the thousands present to wit- 
ness Mr. Lincoln's inauguration.

Tke Spirit »r the Bekelllon.

Out of slavery grew the rebellion ; and 


the diabolical spirit of the one is the spirit 
of the other. Of these fact* we need, to- 
day, no additional proofs. If, prior to the 
14th of April, there was any lack of evi- 
dence showing that the animating spirit of 
the rebellion was in the strictest «cnie of 
the term devilish, such evidence was then 
supplied to the full, in the cowardly assas- 
sination of the President of the United 
States! The deed was committed by a de- 
votee of Jeff Davis. And there is little 
doubt that the arch traitor, if ho gave no 
encouraging word to the design of assassi- 
nation, at least approved, in his heart, the 
commission of the fearful crime! Now, 
the evidence against slavery, againat the 
accursed rebellion, ogaiaat the blood-stain- 
ed traitors—and, we will add, •gainst 
Northern sympathizers with this vilest of 
treasonable movements, is overwhelming- 
ly complete. To the loyal people of this 
land the case may now bo submitted. 
Their verdict, we feel assured, will be a 
righteous one. 


No true advocate or friend of freedom 


has forgotten the great speech of Hon. 
Chaa. Sumner, in the Senate of the United 
States, June 4, 1660, on the Bill fer the 
admission of Kansas as a free state. The 
title of this speech, ''The Barbarism of 
Shivery," was certainly a very appropri- 
ate one; -and clearly indeed did Mr. Sum- 
ner make out his case. He did not, how- 
ever, exhaust'the subject. From that day 
to this have the proofs of the "barbarism 
of slavery" been rapidly accumulating 
upon the American people. 


During the whole of Mr. Buchanan's ad- 


ministration, or more properly, mal-ftjjnin- 
iatratton of our national affairs, tho spirit 
of the rebellion was rampant. It mani- 
fested itself in ihe attempt to override and 
bear down the will of the people of Kansas, 
in -forcing upon them slavery and a code of 
slave laws that would have disgraced the 
civilization of any age. Mr. Buchanan had 
neither the mind nor the heart to protest 
against this wicked usurpation. lie con- 
nived at it. The spirit of the treason- 
mongers cropped out in all his words and 
acts as President of the United States. 
Possibly he dared not do otherwise than 
obtiy the dictum of the slave-lords. The 
baleful influence of this spirit pervaded 
the minds of nearly all of Mr. Buchanan's 
Cabinet officers. The same spirit fired up 
in tho hearts of the Southern members of 
Congress. 
It entered largely into the 


Presidential canvass of 18CO, tho real 
motto of the slaveocrats being " Rule or 
ruin!" 
The history of their nefarious 


acts is still fresh in the minds of the peo- 
ple. 


During tho pendency of the spirited 


canvass, and when it was generally con- 
ceded thut Mr. Lincoln would be elected, 
a woman of Texas, ,wife of a military of- 
ficer in the Unites! States service, and of 
course well posted in the rebel programme, 
wrote a. long letter to a friend in this State, 
almost every sentence of which breathed 
malice, threatening and slaughter. I saw 
the letter and read it in manuscript—it 
was afterwards published. Said the writer 
in (substance, " Mr. Lincoln will probably 
be elected, but he will never bt inaugura- 
ted .'" It is easy to interpret tbislanguage, 
I did not stumble at it at all when I read 
it. The design of leading rebels undoubt- 
edly was to procure, if possible, the assas- 
sination of Mr. Lincoln before he should 
reach the Federal Capital. Subsequent 
events clearly established this fact, which 
the Texas letter-writer more than hinted 
at. 


But Mr. Lincoln tras baved from the 


murderous hate of the rebel crew, and en 
tered on the 4th of March, 18C1, upon the 
responsible duties of his office. 
More 


violent and bitter then became the spirit 
of the rebellion. Witness the course of 
the leading traitors of Mr. Buchanan's 
administration. 
Witness the hot haste 


of the rebels to shed blood! Witness the 
furious attack by armed thousands upon 
the little garrison of less then a hundred 
men at Fort Sumter! Witness the Con- 
federate rejoicings over the hauling down 
of the dear old American flag.' 


And at Bull Run this same diabolical 


spiritand fiendish barbarity were fully ex- 
emplified in the shocking mutilations prac- 
ticed upon the dead bodies of Union sol- 
diers ! 


As further notable exhibitions of the 


spirit of the rebellion, the animus of reb- 
el leaders, consider the sacking of the city 
of Lawrence, and tlic 
indiscriminate 


slaughter of men, women and children at 
the midnight hour! 
Consider the atroci 


ties of Fort Pillow! 
Ponder the fact of 


the contemplated and deliberate starvation 
of oar soldiers, by tens of thousands, ir 
rebel dungeons! The murder of Union. 
ists at the S3uth! The driving away from 
their homes of women and children 
These well-remembered instances of rebe 
diabolism and atrocity do but illustrate 
the spirit of the rebellion. This spirit has 
been manifesting itself ontinually from 
the beginning to the closing up of the 
w.ir. 
It was commenced in a vile spirit, 


and itfa similar spirit they are ending it. 
It is worthy of note that the desolations 


. of the South have been, in a large mea- 


sure, the work of their own hands. When 
the principal cities and large towns of the 
rebellious States were seen to be inevita- 
bly within the grasp of the Union arinieB> 
the vile, traitorous leaders, before running 
ingloriously. away from our conquering 
hosts, applied remorselessly the torch to 
the property aud homes of those whom 
they left behind. Witness Savannah Col- 
umbia, Wilmington, Richmond and other 
places.

the enemies of the Oeremment!- Witness 
ihe spirit of the Chicago Convention, that 
put in nomination peorgeB. McCleJlan for 
the Presidency—one oCTtne High' -Priests 
of the " Sons of Liberty," being in a large 
measure the mouth-piece of that Conven- 
tion! 


As one of the latest exhibition!* of the 


spirit «f the rebellion, witness the hauling; 
down, in various places, -from publio build- 
ing» nnd private residence*,"the emblems 
of mourning on the occasion of the death 
of the President of the. United Stales! 
And in some instances this spirit has man- 
ifested itself in worts approbatory of the 
assassin's deed of blood! 


Tho historian will put upon rccurd, that 


the spirit qfthe rebellion, and its synonym, 
the epirit of Northern copperheadism, 
culminated in tho murder of. Abraham 
Lincoln.

3d, it was intimated that as. our.' attitude 
in the present campaign is necessarily an 
aggressive one, ample preparations had 
been made to achieve the end proposed by 
it. What those preparations were need 
not be re-stated. It is sufficient to say 
that yesterday, late in-^he afternoon, they 
were put to the test with a triumphant re- 
sult. After an hours cannonading—chief- 
ly on our part—such as I have not before 
heard since my connection with the army, 
a charge was made on the extreme left of 
the enemy's ranks, by the 1st brigade, 3d 
division of the ICth army corps. It \va» 
done so noislessly and with such dispatch, 
as scarcely to have attracted any notice 
outside the limits of the immediate neigh- 
borhood where it transpired, till prisoners 
were being escorted to our lines, and the 
iwnnie old flag was seen waving over the

pect of defiance. The number captured was 
about 300. Immediately after this the firing 
gradually ceased—except between the 
skirmishers, whose custom it has been to 
interchange compliments during the niglit 
as well as day—and the men retired to! 
their dusty beds, to be renerved by balmy 
sleep for the struggle of the coming day 
But what was'.our surprise at being roused 
from our slumbers a little "before midnight 
by the announcement that the enemy's. 
works were evacuated and occupied by our 
skirmishers. Rapidly the news spread, 
and-in a short time other portions of the 
ICth Corps were by the side of their com- 
radcs in the deserted forts. They found 
themselves in possession of_400 prisoners, 
40 pieces of excellent artillery, large quan- 
tities of ammunition, arid quite an amount 
of commissary stores, such as hams, sacks 
of flour, sugar, &c. At an early hour this 
morning an order come from the command- 
ing General to the 10th Corps to be ready 
to march at nine o'clock. At nine they 
were' ready, but did hot 
inarch un- 


til ten. We are now several miles 
north" of our former position, in the 
direction of Blakelv, and within two 
miles of Steels extreme left. The enemy 
in his front is in about the same position, 
relatively to him, as was Spanish Fort to 
us but a few hours ago. He is hemmed in 
on:all sides, except the west. Ills only 
way of escape is by water, whether he will 
avail himself of this opening remains tube 
seen. It is quite evident, however, that he 
must make the effort to got- away soon, or 
run the hazard of capture by delay, as our 
gunboats have released themselves and.arc 
now feeling their way up the-Tcnnesaw 
river. The belea^ured fleets arc thought 
to contain from four to five thousand troops 
Wo are bound to have them. If they elude 
us here we will follow them elsewhere. 
The firing is very brisk there just now. 


The boys of the 8th are in good health 


and spirits. We have none killed and but 
one wounded since my last writing.
